Retailers Report Higher Sales in April 


ETAIL SALES in April (according to the results reported to the Board of Trade by the panel 
R« contributing retailers) were again higher than at the corresponding time last year. The usual 

upward seasonal movement took place in April although the rise was slightly less pronounced 
than in April last year. This was perhaps to be expected, since in March the rise had been rather 
greater than last year, probably because Easter, and with it pre-Easter buying, was rather earlier 
this year. 

As in March, sales of clothing and footwear were well above last year’s level; large retailers 
reported an increase of 10 per cent. and independent retailers of 6 per cent. as compared with 
April 1954. These increases have now raised the cumulative figures for the first three months of this 
trading year substantially above the corresponding period last year. 

The experience of sales of household goods in April was rather less favourable. Increases as 
compared with last year were again recorded but the magnitude of these increases was somewhat 
smaller than in recent months. 


Sales of food and perishables (the figures relate only to large-scale retailers) were about the same 
as in March, continuing some 6 per cent. higher than in the same month a year ago. 


Clothing and Footwear 


Clothing and footwear sales in April showed a substantial seasonal rise and were higher than 
in April last year; all types of retailer shared in the increase over last year. 

Among the different categories of clothing and footwear, sales of women’s and children’s wear 
fully played their part, both in the seasonal expansion of sales and in the increase over last year’s 
level. All types of retailer shared in these two movements. The cumulative sales for February to 
April show the multiples to have achieved the greatest increase over the corresponding period last 
year; their increase was some 11 per cent, as compared with smaller i increases of 8 per cent.-4 per 
cent. shared by the other types of retailer. For the sub-categories of women’s and children’s wear

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were well above last year’s level with the exceptions of women’s stock- 
ings and socks and dress materials. In the latter sub-category the 
increase of 5 per cent. over April 1954 was the first increase recorded 
for many months over the corresponding period a year ago. 

Sales of men’s and boys’ wear, like women’s and children’s wear, 
showed a seasonal increase and were at a higher level than a year ago. 
The experience of the different types of retailer was also very similar 
to that for women’s and children’s wear. Multiples showed an increase 
for February to April over the same period last year of 12 per cent., 
compared with 7 per cent. for the department stores, 4 per cent. for 
co-operative societies, and 5 per cent. for independent retailers. 

Footwear sales in April experienced a substantial seasonal increase 
and exceeded last year’s sales in the same month, both large-scale 
and independent retailers recording encouraging increases. 

Stocks of clothing and footwear (reported only by some large 
scale retailers) decreased slightly in April, and at the end of the month 
were a little above the level at the end of April last year. 


Household Goods 


While both large scale and independent retailers reported 
appreciable increases in sales in April 1955 as compared with April 
1954, these increases were somewhat smaller than for March 1955, 
as compared with March 1954, and well below the large increases 
previously recorded over the corresponding month a year ago. 

The experience of the different types of retailers was somewhat 
mixed; co-operative societies recorded the largest increase (14 per 
cent.) over April 1954, followed by independents (12 per cent.) and 
department stores (7 per cent.). In contrast the sales of household 
goods by multiple shops in April were some 6 per cent. below their 
April 1954 level. 

This unfavourable experience of multiple shop contributors was 
due to their heavy decreases in sales of furniture and furnishings 
which were recorded as some 23 per cent. below sales in April 1954. 
As was mentioned in the article on March retail sales in the Board 
of Trade Journal on May 14, 1955, the sample of multiple shops 
who are contributors to the statistics in this category is not large enough 
to be considered representative and, in consequence, the result 
recorded should not be regarded as necessarily typical of the experience 
of multiple shops generally. Sales of furniture and furnishings by 
department stores were 4 per cent. higher than in April 1954, an 
increase which was rather smaller than those recorded for previous 
months. The sales of independent retailers also showed an increase 
as compared with April 1954, and here again the increase was smaller 
than the increases recorded for previous months. 

In the sub-categories, reported only by some large-scale retailers, 
sales of furniture and bedding were just above their April 1954 level. 
Sales of floor coverings were, however, lower than a year ago, the 
first time for some months that a decrease was recorded as compared 
with the corresponding month a year ago. 

Stocks of furniture and furnishings (reported only by some large 
scale retailers) declined during April and at the end of the month 
were only 6 per cent. higher than at the end of April 1954 — a marked 
decrease compared with the corresponding figures of 14 per cent. at 
the end of March and 18 per cent. at the end of February. 

All types of retailers recorded substantial increases as compared 
with a year ago in sales of hardware, radio and electrical goods. While 
the increases reported for sales of hardware were of much the same 
order as in recent months the upward trend in sales of radio and 
electrical goods appears to have been slightly checked. Separate 
figures for the sales of radio and electrical goods are available only in 
respect of department stores and independent retailers. April sales 
of radio and electrical goods by the former were some 18 per cent. 
higher this year than in 1954 in contrast to an increase of 31 per 
cent. between March 1955 and March 1954, and similar increases 
earlier this year. A corresponding tendency seems present in the 
figures recorded by independent retailers. 

Stocks of hardware, radio and electrical goods continued to fall 
during April from the high level reached at the end of February and 
were at the end of the month about 13 per cent. higher than at the 
end of April 1954. 


Other Non-Food Goods 


Sales of most goods in this broad category experienced a similar 
movement between March and April this year as in 1954, the actual 
level of sales in most cases continuing above that of last year. Sales 
of chemists’ goods in April were about the same as in March and 
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about 10 per cent. more than a year ago. Sales by independent retailers 
in the category toys, sports goods and leather goods showed a larger 
seasonal increase and reached a higher level than in either of the two 
previous years; on the other hand, sales of these goods by department 
stores and multiple shops were much the same as in April 1954. 


Food and Perishables 


Sales of food and perishables (reported only by large scale retailers) 
were about the same as in March 1955, and 6 per cent. higher than 
in April 1954. This increase, as compared with a year ago, is probably 
due, to some extent, to higher prices. 

As in the previous month, department stores showed the greatest 
increase as compared with a year ago, followed by multiple shops 
and co-operative societies. 

In groceries and provisions — the largest sub-category — department 
stores reported an increase of 14 per cent. as compared with April

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1954, followed by multiples and co-operative societies with smaller 
increases. In the other sub-categories increases were generally reported. 


Notes and Definitions 


(i) The term large retailer denotes department stores, firms 
operating multiple chains with ten or more branches, and retail 
co-operative societies. Independent retailers are shops owned 
individually or which are members of small chains of less than ten 
branches; they represent specialist shops in certain branches of trade. 


(ii) There may be substantial differences between the types of goods 
sold by large and independent retailers which are recorded in the 
tables against the same headings. Whereas large retailers are asked 
to give details of their sales of specified classes of goods, the indepen- 
dent retailers give their total sales of all types of goods im a single 
figure. Independent retailers were, however, only included in the 
sample if at least two-thirds of their turnover consisted of goods 
representative of the trade concerned. 

(iii) The statistics are based on returns made by samples of both 
large and independent retailers. Particulars of the constitution of the 
samples and of the method used in compiling the index numbers 
were given in the Board of Trade Journal for July 5, 1952, and April 4, 
1953. 

(iv) As the figures are based on the values of sales and of stocks, 
they are affected by price movements, including changes due to

Arrangements for Air Transport 


of Goods 


IT 18 ANNOUNCED by the Ministry of Transport and Civil Naviga- 
tion that freight space is still available on all British European Airways 
and British Overseas Airways Corporation Services. 

The B.E.A. report ample space on London-Belfast, London- 
Glasgow, and London-Manchester services. Space is also offered 
on the London-Birmingham and London-Edinburgh routes and on 
services to and from the Continent, particularly inbound. 

Traders wishing to take advantage of air transport by B.E.A. 
should make their requirements known to a shipping forwarding 
agent or contact the local office of B.E.A. or telephone the Waterloo 
Air Terminus, Waterloo 8030. 


The B.O.A.C., report that freight space is available on all services 
and to all destinations served by B.O.A.C. Extra capacity is being 
made available in view of possible difficulties to exporters in getting 
traffic away. 

The following advice is given to traders: 

In the London area, B.O.A.C. have increased their van collections 
and deliveries. In the provinces, it is a question of relying on British 
Road Services, and B.O.A.C. are making extra calls at B.R.S. London 
Depots to collect freight sent down from provinces. B.E.A. can also 
accept bookings from the provinces for cargo from London by B.O.A.C. 
for overseas. B.E.A. can also bring cargo to London. 

Should an exporter be in difficulty or have any heavy load, he 
should write or telephone to B.O.A.C. Freight Reservation Officer, 
Airway Terminal, Buckingham Palace Road, S.W.1 (Victoria 2323). 
B.O.A.C. will be pleased to give their advice and if possible make 
special arrangements for the collection of particular goods.

Collection and Delivery of Goods 
During Rail Strike 


OwlING TO traffic delays resulting from the strike, many vehicles 
are arriving at commercial and industrial premises to collect or 
deliver goods after the premises have already shut for the day. This 
is causing delay and adding to road congestion. 

Shopkeepers, traders and others in charge of such premises are 
asked to consider making arrangements by which deliveries can be 
accepted or despatches made outside normal hours and during week- 
ends. Where this can be done, it will improve the circulation of traffic. 


Import Duties Exemption Order 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (Exemptions) (No. 4) 
Order, 1955, which exempts raw butyl rubber, for a limited period 
ending on December 31, 1955, from the general ad valorem duty of 
10 per cent. chargeable under the Import Duties Act, 1932. 

The Order came into operation on June 8, 1955, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1955, No. 802. 


Business Efficiency Exhibition 
Attracts Many Overseas Visitors 


IN SPITE of travel difficulties overseas and home visitors were early 
arrivals at the Business Efficiency Exhibition when it opened at 10 a.m. 
on Monday at Olympia, London. Headed by three buyers from 
Finland, who arrived before the doors opened, overseas visitors from 
almost every country in the world had reached the exhibition by 
2 o’clock. 

The Duke of Edinburgh visited the exhibition on Tuesday. 

The exhibition, which was described in last week’s Board of Trade 
Journal (pages 1212 to 1220), is the biggest of its kind ever staged, 
not only in this country, but, the organizers believe, anywhere in 
the world. It covers a total area of approximately 34 acres, with stand 
space amounting to nearly two acres. There are more than 120 stands, 
and 20 per cent. more firms exhibiting than when the exhibition was 
last held at Olympia in 1953. The exhibition is open from 10 a.m. to 
8 p.m. daily, and closes on June 16. 

Speaking at the opening ceremony, the President of the Board of 
Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, who was welcomed by the President 
of the Office Appliance and Business Equipment Trades Association, 
Mr. G. C. H. Chubb, said he regarded the exhibition as a demonstra- 
tion of the determination of the British people to keep ahead of the 
most modern ideas in management and organization. The part the 
industry had to play was two-fold. In the export field it was making 
an increasingly powerful contribution to the balance of payments, 
and at home it enabled the same or more work to be done with less 
effort. 

The President stressed that he was speaking not only as a Minister, 
but also as a customer. Government Departments were large users 
of the industry’s products, and indeed their use had been pioneered 
in Government Departments by the Organization and Methods 
Branch of the Treasury. Many of the industry’s products were used 
to the full in his own department, the Board of Trade. 

The President congratulated the organizers and commended the 
range of new ideas and new products on show. They had a large part 
to play in the industrial revolution which lay ahead of us. 


Gold and Dollar and E.P.U. 
Position in May 


On MAy 31 the gold and dollar reserves stood at $2,686 million, 
the same level as at the end of April. Defence aid received during 
the month from the United States is estimated at $18 million; 
$31 million was received in gold or dollars from the European Pay- 
ments Union in respect of April and $2 million was paid to the creditors 
of the Union in bilateral settlements. 


Provisional E.P.U. Result 


On the provisional figures for the month, the United Kingdom 
had a surplus of £8 million with the European Payments Union, which 
will fall to be settled in June, as to 50 per cent. in gold or dollars and 
as to 50 per cent. by reduction of debt to the Union. 


Overseas Air Parcels Service 
Restored 


THE POSTMASTER GENERAL announces that in order to help the 
export trade the Air Parcel Service to overseas destinations has been 
restored. In present circumstances it cannot, of course, be expected 
that within this country the movement of these parcels will be as 
rapid as usual, but every effort will be made to forward them as 
quickly as possible. 

At the same time the weight restrictions on surcharged airmail 
have been removed. 
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Royal Treasures on Show at 
Antique Dealers’ Fair 


THE FIFTEENTH Antique Dealers’ Fair and Exhibition was opened 
by the Countess Mountbatten of Burma, in the gold and amber lit 
Great Hall of Grosvenor House, London, on Wednesday, in the 
presence of a large gathering of antique lovers from many parts of 
the world. The view from the horse-shoe gallery of the Great Hall 
presents a most colourful spectacle and is as pleasing to the eye of 
the connoisseur as to the ordinary visitor. The Fair remains open 
until June 23. 


The Royal Patronage bestowed on the Fair by the late Queen Mary 
in 1937 has happily been maintained by the kindly interest taken 
by Queen Elizabeth, the Queen Mother, who graciously consented to 
be Patron of the Fifteenth Antique Dealers’ Fair and Exhibition. 

As in previous years, objects of great interest and beauty may again 
be seen from the collections of The Queen, Queen Elizabeth the 
Queen Mother, and other members of the Royal Family. Except for 
the Royal loans and that of the Worshipful Company of Goldsmiths, 
all the articles on show are for sale. 


On over 90 stands are displayed the treasures of many lands 
amassed by antique dealers from London and the provinces, all of 
which can be seen at leisure in a delightful setting. The objects range 
from furniture, gold, silver, jewels, porcelains, clocks, glass, paintings, 
prints, carpets, architectural items, etc., and should the visitor be 
tempted to purchase any article, it is umportant to remember that the 
authenticity of each and every item has been carefully vetted by 
experts drawn from no less than 16 different committees. 

For purposes of antiquity, the dividing line between the handcraft 
age and the machine era is taken as the year 1830, so that to qualify 
as an antique for display at the Fair, the object must have been made 
prior to that date. This is a fundamental requirement and great care 
is therefore taken by the organizers to ensure that the regulation is 
strictly observed. It is because of this attention to detail that the 
Antique Dealers’ Fair has earned for itself a high reputation for its 
integrity both at home and abroad. This also plays an important part 
in relation to Britain’s export trade in antiques when it is realized that 
a large number of interested visitors to the Fair come from overseas, 
specially from the United States. 

It would be a lengthy and difficult task to attempt to describe all 
the items on view, but the following examples may help to give some 
idea of what may be seen: 


Furniture 

Small Sheraton cabinet (1795) with clock and mirror supported at an 
angle on a ratchet. The clock weights are arranged to hang in a special 
compartment and all its movements as a time-piece are still in perfectly 
good order. On either side of the clock and mirror there is a little cabinet 
and below on each side are four tiny drawers. 

A country-made cherry wood cricket table with a round top on three 
legs. It is not known why it should be called a cricket table, but there are 
two theories: one because the legs correspond to the number of stumps in 
cricket, and the other that a game called ‘tricket’ (a kind of dominoes) 
was played in the eighteenth century and it is thought that ‘cricket’ may be 
a corruption of that name. 

A large ‘sleeping chayre’ (maker unknown) of the reign of Charles II, 
which was specially made for the Duchess of Lauderdale when she grew 
too heavy to move about. She lived at Ham House, Richmond, and the 
chair was found in the stables there some years ago, and has been pains- 
takingly restored. 

A pair of very fine Farthingale chairs made in the first quarter of the 
seventeenth century. They are of walnut with backs and seats of English 
turkey work in the most vivid colours and were apparently exported to 
Italy some 300 years ago, where they finally came to rest at the Davanzati 
Palace in Florence. By permission of the Italian Fine Arts Commission 
the chairs were ultimately returned to England. 


Silver 

A handsome silver waiter by Richard Rugg of London, bearing the Arms 
of Andre and Drury, which has a link with the American War of Independ- 
ence. It belonged to John Lewis Andre, member of a family which had been 
directors of the French Hospital in London for generations. He was the 
uncle of Major John Andre who, as Adjutant General of the British Forces, 
was hanged at the age of 29 as a British spy in 1780 by the Americans. 
King George III ordered a monument to him in Westminster Abbey, and 
in 1821 his body was brought home from Tappan, New York State, and 
interred in the Abbey. 

A beautiful early George I silver tea kettle by Gabriel Sleath of London 
(1715), bearing the Arms of Wyndham Harben of Newton, Somerset, 
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whose mother was the daughter of Sir Francis Wyndham, a cavalier Colonel, 
ried concealed Charles II in his house at Brent after the Battle of Worcester, 
661. 


Pictures 

The unfinished painting of George II and his family in a garden scene. 
This was begun by Hogarth, but the King stopped the sittings directly 
on the publication of Hogarth’s ‘March to Finchley’ which, in the opinion 
of the King, showed the Guards in a derogatory light. 

Picture in glass 1809, entitled ‘Mrs. Clark’s examination before the 
Committee of the House of Commons.’ As the friend of Fredrick, Duke 
of York, Commander in Chief of the Army, she was accused of accepting 
gifts to influence the Duke’s patronage. The Duke was found not guilty 
of personal corruption, but nevertheless resigned his office. 

Porcelain 

A Martha Gunn toby jug, potted by Heath of Tunstall. ‘This commemor- 
ates the bathing woman, who is reputed to have assisted the Prince Regent 
when he took his dip in the sea at Brighton. 

A large Staffordshire plaque depicting the fight between Spring and 
Langan, said to have taken place in a large ploughed field about three miles 
from Chichester. A newspaper account of June 13, 1824, reads ‘the fight 
lasted 1 hour 48 minutes. Langan eventually fell almost senseless.’ 


Over the Arctic from Australia 
to Europe in Three Days 


AUSTRALIA AND NEW ZEALAND are now only three days from 
Europe by commercial flying time. A service inaugurated last week- 
end by Canadian Pacific Airlines cuts two days off the minimum 
familiar schedule by following a new Polar route on the stages Sydney- 
Auckland-Fiji-Hawaii-V ancouver-Greenland-Amsterdam. Australians 
and New Zealanders among the 43 passengers who thus arrived 
in London on Monday were the first to fly in one trip over the Inter- 
national Date-line, the Equator, and the Arctic Circle. Those of 
them who met press representatives in London a few hours later were 
uniformly appreciative of the speed and comfort of the whole trip. 
They were the New Zealand Minister of Tourist Development (Mr. 
E. H. Halstead), the Lord Mayor of Sydney (Mr. P. D. Hills), 
Senator J. G. Turgeon of British Columbia, and Mr. G. W. G. 
McConachie, President of Canadian Pacific Airlines. 

Mr. McConachie’s company are the first in the Commonwealth 
to operate any Polar service, and it brings their commercial aircraft 
to Europe for the first time. For the time being the service is to run 
once weekly in each direction. Mr. McConachie explained that they 
chose the trans-Arctic route, not only because it reduces the distance 
by a thousand miles or so, but also because, by avoiding congested 
airports, and by benefit of very good flying conditions, it saves time 
more than proportionately. Amsterdam is the European terminal in 
consequence of a bilateral agreement to which Canadian Pacific Airlines 
are committed, but Mr. McConachie also made much of its advantages 
as a free port with frequent and quick connections to almost every 
other major airport on the Continent as well as London. 

The inaugural flight was made in a DC-6B, but Mr. McConachie 
looks forward to using Comet Mark IVs. He still believes the Comet 
to be the finest aircraft in the world: his company, he said, are only 
waiting for final agreement on specifications and deliveries. 

The passengers were much impressed alike by the new service’s 
potential usefulness to businessmen and by the great diversity of 
the scenery traversed. For Mr. Halstead the oddest experience was 
to see the sun shining on one horizon and the moon shining on 
another as he stepped out of the aircraft at Sondrestrom, Greenland, 
at midnight.

Yarn Production in the Cotton Industry 


PRODUCTION of cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarn for week ending 
May 14 was 18-24 mn. lbs., compared with 18-38 mn. lbs. for the 
previous week and 20-69 mn. lbs. for the corresponding week of 1954. 
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Sales of Wholesale Textile Houses Lower in April 


THE SALES of wholesale textile houses in April, following their usual 
seasonal movement, declined sharply after the spring peak in March, 
but they were somewhat lower than in April last year. For the year to 
date sales were fractionally less than for the same period last year. 
Stocks during April decreased a little more than in the same month 
last year and at the end of April were 5 per cent. less than a year ago. 

The experience in April of sales of women’s, girls’ and children’s 
wear was very similar to that already described for the total sales of 
wholesale textile houses. They declined sharply from the seasonal 
peak in March and were rather lower than in April last year. This was 
true also for most of the individual sectors, with the contrast still 
continuing between sales of coats, costumes, raincoats, etc. (still 
some 18 per cent. Iess than a year ago) and sales of knitted outerwear 
(8 per cent. greater than a year ago); a substantial increase as compared 
with April 1954 was recorded in sales of other underwear. Stocks of 
women’s, girls’ and children’s wear showed their usual reduction in 
April and remained some 7 per cent. less than last year. 

The second decline this year in the April sales of men’s and boys’ 
wear was rather sharper than in 1954, so that whereas im the first 
three months of the year sales had been higher than last year, in April 
they fell short by 4 per cent. Stocks of men’s and boys’ wear decreased 
by rather more than they did in April last year and at the end of the 
month were 9 per cent. less than in 1954. 


Sales of piece-goods (dress materials), after a sharp seasonal reduc- 
tion, were 7 per cent. less than in the same month last year and for 
the first four months the cumulative total was 8 per cent. less than 
for the corresponding period of 1954. 


In other categories sales tended as a rule to be lower than in April 
1954, but for the first four months they remained above the level for 
last year.

Exports of Cotton Textiles to 
Pakistan 


A Notice appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on May 7 (page 
1003), about an agreement between the Governments of the United 
Kingdom and Pakistan for the supply of cotton textiles and yarn to 
the value of 5:2 million dollars by the United Kingdom to Pakistan, 
for which payment would be received in the form of raw cotton from 
the United States. The agreement was to come into operation as soon 
as the United States Government had issued the necessary Purchase 
Authorization for the cotton. 

This authorization was issued on June 6. The Government of 
Pakistan will now proceed to issue import permits for the textiles 
to be imported from the United Kingdom in accordance with the 
arrangements described in the previous notice. Exporters are reminded 
that the textiles will have to be shipped before November 6 next and 
that they will be required to indemnify Her Majesty’s Government 
against any financial claim by the Pakistan Government which might 
arise in respect of their individual contracts. 

A circular describing the detailed procedure to be followed for 
the import of the raw cotton from the United States will shortly be 
sent to all cotton spinners and raw cotton merchants. 

Inquiries about the detailed working of the scheme should be 
addressed to: 

(a) The Chartered Bank of India, Australia and China in London, 
Manchester or Liverpool (for questions concerning payments 
and the Government's indemnification); 

(b) The Manchester Chamber of Commerce or the Cotton Board

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Output and Employment in the Wool Textile Industry 
in April 


ACCORDING TO figures made available by the Wool Industry Bureau 
of Statistics, total consumption of wool and other fibres in April 
was 18 per cent.less than in March, but most of the fall was attributable 
to the shorter working month; compared with a year ago, rather 
more fibres were consumed. The Bureau’s employment figures showed 
a further fall of 543 overall, most of which was in the combing and 
worsted spinning sections. 

The following paragraphs deal with the rate of consumption and 
production per working day and not with the figures as shown in 
the tables. The Bureau estimate that there were 19 working days 
in April compared with 23 in March and 20 in April last year. 

Consumption of all fibres was very slightly less than in March 
but 6 per cent. more than a year earlier. In topmaking, 2 per cent. less 
wool and hair was consumed, but compared with a year ago consump- 
tion rose by 5 per cent. In woollen spinning and felting there was 
virtually no change in total consumption of fibres compared with 
March, although 2 percent. more virgin wool was consumed ; compared 
with April 1954, 7 per cent. more fibres were consumed. 


Tops production fell by 2 per cent., a fall of 8 per cent. in output 


of merino tops being partially compensated by a rise of 5 per cent. in 
output of crossbreds; compared with April last year, 6 per cent. more 
tops were produced, most of the rise being in crossbreds. A decrease 
of 3 per cent. compared with March in the quantity of tops drawn 
was entirely on the side of crossbreds; compared with a year ago, 
a decrease of 4 per cent. affected crossbreds and merinos about 
equally. 

There was virtually no change in total deliveries of worsted yarns. 
Handknitting yarns showed a fall of 7 per cent. on March, but 
deliveries were still nearly half as much again as a year ago. Hosiery 
yarn deliveries were 3 per cent. higher than in March, but 6 per 
cent. less than in April last year. Compared with a year earlier, 
2 per cent. less worsted yarn was delivered, handknitting yarns showing 
the only increase; deliveries of other types of worsted yarns were 
7 per cent. less. 


In the weaving section, deliveries of woven fabrics (except blankets) 
fell by 4 per cent. but were about the same as in April 1954. Deliveries 
of blankets increased by 3 per cent. and were 54 per cent. better 
than a year earlier.

Canadian International Fair as ‘Gateway to 
World Trade’

‘WiTH GERMANY’s increasing participation in the Canadian Inter- 
national Trade Fair an invitation to Dr. Ludwig Erhard, Minister 
of Economic Affairs for the Federal Republic of Germany, to perform 
the opening ceremonies this year was a fitting gesture by the Canadian 
Government. From a relatively modest entry in 1950 with a steady 
expansion in subsequent years, the 20,860 square feet occupied by 
Germany in the eighth Fair put Dr. Erhard’s country in the position 
of third largest exhibitor. 

Canada, with 97,765 square feet, again led the field, a position 
she has maintained for the last four years after taking the title from 
the United Kingdom in 1952. Czechoslovakia, a virtual newcomer, 
was second with 22,500 square feet, the United Kingdom having 
dropped to fourth place with 16,040 square feet. Firms from 27 
other countries occupied space ranging from a single 10 feet by 
12 feet unit to the 9,734 square feet housing exhibits from the United 
States. The total space occupied this year was some 212,500 square 
feet, compared with about 242,000 square feet in 1954. 

Among countries represented were: Algeria, Austria, Belgium, 
Brazil, Canada, Colombia, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, 
Dominican Republic, Finland, France, French Morocco, Germany, 
Greece, Hong Kong, India, Indonesia, Irish Republic, Italy, Japan, 





Netherlands, Norway, Poland, Portugal, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, 
United Kingdom, United States. Most of these countries had been 
participants in previous Fairs, although Czechoslovakia, with the 
second largest representation, had been absent since 1950. 


In a colourful atmosphere under the banner ‘Gateway to World 
Trade,’ Dr. Erhard declared the 1955 Trade Fair officially open on 
the morning of Monday, May 30. The Fair closed yesterday. The 
Fair was open to the general public on the two Wednesdays and the 
intervening Saturday. 


At the official opening day luncheon Dr. Erhard, who was intro- 
duced by Mr. C. D. Howe, Canadian Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, said that free competition, not only in domestic but also in 
international trade, must be preserved, and government interference 
reduced to a minimum. In this way, he declared, industrial strength 
would be created and the vigour of free nations preserved to provide 
strong economic foundation for the development of moral and 
spiritual values. 


Germany, Dr. Erhard said, was deeply grateful for being able to 
meet in common purpose with other countries. Seriously injured 
by war, she had sought to recover prompted by the realization that 





| 
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she could only do so by her own efforts. 

Dr. Erhard said he had looked to the economy of Canada as a 
guide in building up the post-war German Republic. 

Fewer United Kingdom manufacturers were represented either 
directly or through Canadian branches and agents. For many firms 
the C.I.T.F. is of use mainly to establish and extend distribution in 
Canada. Many of the United Kingdom firms participating in earlier 
fairs have now organized satisfactory distribution. 

An early survey showed the British label most strongly in the 
machine tool field, with electrical equipment, building supplies, 
material handling equipment and office furnishings next in importance. 
Consumer goods were again meagrely represented. A number of 
Scotch Whisky distillers repeated their impressive displays of well- 
known brands. One Derby pottery firm showed English bone china, 
figurines and fancies. No textile goods were in evidence. Three 
cutlery, kitchenware and cooking utensils manufacturers had their 
goods displayed by their Toronto agents and distributors. Decorated 
woodware and musical cigarette boxes were featured by a London 
firm. A Staffordshire manufacturer with a Canadian branch showed 
composition wood block flooring for which they received a 40,000 ft. 
order for a new Canadian National Exhibition building. 

On the capital goods side the machine tool and industrial equipment 
section included several previous exhibitors and a few newcomers. 
The range was quite comprehensive and covered such items as 
drilling machines of many types, planing, shaping, and slotting 
machines, precision grinding machines, toolroom and engine lathes, 
milling, boring and facing machines, extruding and moulding 
machines, tool holders, chucks, dies and accessories. One English 
firm showed a marking machine of interest to manufacturers and 
distributors in a wide variety of industries. 

In the electrical equipment field a London firm concentrated on 
telecommunication, telephone, telegraph, radio and television equip- 
ment. Other United Kingdom exhibits included record changers, 
high fidelity reproducers, loud speakers and special transformers. 
The Montreal subsidiary of a London firm exhibited industrial R.F. 
induction, dielectric and welding plant, radio communication equip- 
ment and flight simulators. Another Canadian subsidiary of a United 
Kingdom firm showed instruments for the measurement and control 
of industrial processes. 


Several British office equipment and store fixture manufacturers 
recently established in the Canadian market hoped to increase 
business by displaying their mobile steel storage systems and shelving, 
office partitioning, desks, chairs, filing cabinets, safes, vault doors 
and other bank and security equipment, letter opening and envelope 
sealing machines and portable typewriters. Other categories in which 
United Kingdom goods were fairly prominent were factory equipment, 
building materials and diesel generating equipment. 

Aircraft, engines, parts and accessories made a good showing. 
Lined up for inspection in the outdoor area was a DHC3 Otter light 
aircraft particularly suited to use in forward combat areas and under 
rugged conditions. Recently 90 of these aircraft made by the Canadian 
branch of a well-known United Kingdom aircraft manufacturer 
were sold to the United States Army. Another United Kingdom 
branch plant showed CF-100 aircraft and components, and a London 
firm had its Eland, Oryx and Deltic engine models, turbo-blowers 
and de-icing equipment on show. 


Range of Canadian Goods 


Canada was prominently represented in most sections of the Fair, 
the exhibits giving a good picture of the range of her manufactures 
of both consumer and capital goods. The only conspicuous gaps were 
in the textile, leather goods and chinaware groups. The Federal 
Government, most provincial governments and many municipalities 
and industrial commissions staged prestige exhibits. 

Czechoslovakia, the second largest exhibiting country this year, 
showed aircraft equipment, factory equipment, household appliances, 
furniture, textiles and furnishings, pottery, jewellery, office and store 
fixtures and appliances, medical and optical instruments, musical 
instruments, sports goods and toys, bicycles and motor cycles. 

German exhibits included motor cars, machine tools, transportation 
equipment, construction equipment, textiles, jewellery and ceramics, 
plant and packaging equipment, medical and optical goods, scientific 
instruments, china and glassware, cutlery and toys, and, less promin- 
ently, office equipment, electrical goods, household furnishings and 
appliances, hardware, smallwares, food and beverages. In support of 
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participation by individual firms the German Government provided « 
a Trade Information Centre. In the Industry Building there was an 
information centre sponsored by the Association of German Machinery 
Manufacturers, while the German Central Tourist Association had 
a stand for the distribution of attractively produced travel posters 
and travel literature. 


Of the more important exhibiting countries the United States 
showed up in about half of the commodity groups. Most space was 
occupied in the aircraft section, followed a plant equipment and 
power equipment exhibits. Other goods shown were household 
appliances, building materials, machine tools, electrical equipment, 
store fixtures, scientific instruments, medical supplies me gr jewellery. 
For the first time the United States Department of Commerce 
installed a Trade Information Centre for consultation on export- 
import trade and on investment relations with the United States, 
and to facilitate contacts between United States firms and foreign 
businessmen attending the Fair. 

A newcomer this year was the International Bank for Reconstruction 
and Development (The ‘World Bank’), whose headquarters are in 
Washington, D.C. The Bank chose the Canadian International Trade 
Fair as a means of stressing their truly international character to 
counteract some feeling that the Bank is a United States controlled 
body. Panels and photographs depicted International Bank activities 
throughout the world. 


Participation by Other Countries 

Next in importance, on the basis of space occupied, came — 
France, Belgium, Japan, India, The Netherlands, Austria, Denmark, 
Portugal and Hong Kong. All of these countries were previous 
exhibitors and in some cases, notably Denmark, Hong Kong and 
France, had increased their display space over 1954. 

Italy showed up again most strongly in the machine tool field 
following last year’s entry into this section. She was also displaying 
office equipment such as calculating machines and typewriters. Other 
products were household appliances, chinaware, jewellery, food, wines 
and textiles. 

France’s main contribution was in machine tools and construction 
and transportation equipment. Smaller displays in other groups 
included chemicals, office machines, textiles, ornamental pottery 
food and wines. 

Belgium’s two principal items were machine tools and textiles. 
There was also a fairly good showing of chinaware and glassware, 
leather goods, home furnishings, bicycles and motor cycles, wines and 
confectionery. 

Japan concentrated mainly on textiles, household appliances and 
toys, and also had a small section devoted to machine tools. India 
followed much the same pattern as Japan, except that she had no 
machine tools, but she was fairly strong on brassware and en 
ivory goods. 

The Netherlands was fairly prominent with packaging ipment. 
Other products presented were household Semecee tang a 
and one small booth featuring power and transportation SNe eS 

Austria, with a smaller contribution than in 1953 and 
represented in six categories. These were textiles, pottery. 
goods, home furnishings, electrical appliances and ae — 

Denmark had a fairly large a of electric power equipment 
and diesel engines, and one small booth showing electrical appliances. 
Portugal had some building materials, fancy goods, cheese and wines. 
Hong Kong had a composite exhibit of eight booths containing such 
goods as enamelware, hardware, textiles, footwear _ 
electric torches. In addition to these machine-made goods, 
broideries, wood and ivory carvings, basketware and other Geohinied 
of the Colony’s hand crafts were shown. 

Many countries’ exhibitors were supported by government trade 
information hs. 

Of the remaining countries, French Morocco showed food; Spain, 
food, wine and fancy goods; Sweden, machine tools and metals; 
Poland, pottery; Cuba, coffee and other 
watches; Brazil, fancy goods; and Greece ornamental pottery. Algeria, 
the Dominican Republic, Finland, Norway and Colombia had prestige 
displays.

increased number of business visitors from a greater number of 
countries than in previous years. A party of 12 delegates from Russia, 
instead of six as originally announced, visited the Trade Fair for the 
first time. Fair officials said that most other countries were sending 
bigger delegations than ever before. It was also announced that the 
Russians proposed to be present as exhibitors of Soviet aeroplanes 
at the 1956 Fair.

A PROTOCOL to the Trade Agreement of September 2, 1954, 
between Poland and Austria was signed in Vienna on April 22, 
which establishes the quota lists of goods to be exchanged for the 
period from April 1, 1955, to March 31, 1956 (see the Board of Trade 
Journal for July 3, 1954, page 19). 

Polish exports to Austria will include coal, ferro alloys, seamless 
steel tubes, machinery and equipment, chemical products, seeds and 
eggs. 

Austrian exports to Poland will include capital investment goods, 
alloy steel products, ball bearings, rolled products, metal sieves and 
cloths, iron and steel wire, magnesite bricks, barytes, kaolin, rayon 
corded tissues, felt cloths, veneers, machinery, electrical equipment, 
and mining equipment including pneumatic tools.

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Canadian Standards for Plumbing 
Brass 


MANUFACTURERS of plumbing brass will wish to note that the 
Canadian Standards Association has recently issued its specification 
for plumbing brass under reference B125-1954. Although there is 
no legal prohibition on the use in Canada in future of plumbing 
fittings which do not comply with the C.S.A. Specification, it is 
reasonable to suppose that manufacturers will find it increasingly 
difficult to find customers for their products if they do not have 
C.S.A. approval. 


The C.S.A. will only issue certificates of approval in respect of 
products which have been submitted for test in the Association’s 
laboratories in Toronto; it also requires that inspectors from the 
C.S.A. shall carry out periodic inspections of the manufacturing 
processes of those manufacturers to whom C.S.A. certificates are to 
be issued. 

United Kingdom manufacturers of plumbing brass wishing to 
have their products tested to C.S.A. standards may apply to the 
Principal Officer, B.S.I./C.S.A. Approvals Agency, British Standards 
Institution, 2 Park Street, London, W.1, for copy of the brochure 
‘General Information on Certification of Plumbing Brass’ outlining 
the procedure to be followed. 

Arrangements are also being made for annual reinspection and 
retesting of approved United Kingdom products to be carried out 
by the C.S.A. Engineer attached to the B.S.I./C.S.A. Approvals 
Agency in London.

The Order also provides that the value of any article chargeable 
with the new duty and imported as part of an aggregate of body or 
chassis parts for a motor car entered for payment of duty at a com- 
pounded rate shall be excluded from the value of such aggregate 
(Tariff Reference No. 154) and that the article shall be chargeable 
with the new duty. 


Provision is made for the importation of the goods under licence 
without payment of duty or at reduced rates.

Import Licensing: Extension 
of Validity 


A NOTICE in last week’s Board of Trade Journal (page 1239) gave 
telegraphic information about the extension of validity of Pakistan 
import licences issued on or before April 1, 1955. 

The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Karachi has now for- 
warded a copy of Public Notice No. 34 (55) I, issued by the Govern- 
ment of Pakistan on May 25, 1955, which amplifies the earlier tele- 
graphic information as follows: 

(a) The period of validity of all licences issued on or after April 1, 1955, 
and of licences for capital equipment issued prior to that date, will 
be extended on application for such amounts and periods as may be 
required, within the value of the licence and for period not exceeding 
December 31, 1955. 

(b) Licence holders, who are unable to utilize their licences fully up to 
June 30, 1955, should apply to the Pakistan Authorities by June 20, 
1955, stating specifically the amount and the period for which re- 
validation is required and giving reasons therefor. Licence holders 
must, however, make all attempts to utilize their licences as much as 
possible within the current shipping period. 

The notice is not applicable to Sub-authorizations issued under 

United States Economic Aid and licences issued under Barter and 
Export Incentive Scheme or licences issued on Government Account.

Under S.R.O. 1012 (Customs 
Notification No. 90), dated May 12, the Government of India 
exempts bleached chemical wood pulp of a kind suitable for the 
manufacture of rayon or staple fibre falling under Tariff item 43 
from the whole of the customs duty. 


Export Duties

of April 9, page 800) with the result that export duty on ‘Cloth the 
average count of which is 17s or finer’ is exempt from so much of the 
duty as is in excess of 6} per cent. ad valorem. (See also S.R.O. 483, 
published in the Board of Trade Journal dated May 21, 1955, page 
1141.)

Import Licensing: Extension 
of Validity 


A NOTICE in last week’s Board of Trade Journal (page 1239) gave 
telegraphic information about the extension of validity of Pakistan 
import licences issued on or before April 1, 1955. 

The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Karachi has now for- 
warded a copy of Public Notice No. 34 (55) I, issued by the Govern- 
ment of Pakistan on May 25, 1955, which amplifies the earlier tele- 
graphic information as follows: 

(a) The period of validity of all licences issued on or after April 1, 1955, 
and of licences for capital equipment issued prior to that date, will 
be extended on application for such amounts and periods as may be 
required, within the value of the licence and for period not exceeding 
December 31, 1955. 

(b) Licence holders, who are unable to utilize their licences fully up to 
June 30, 1955, should apply to the Pakistan Authorities by June 20, 
1955, stating specifically the amount and the period for which re- 
validation is required and giving reasons therefor. Licence holders 
must, however, make all attempts to utilize their licences as much as 
possible within the current shipping period. 

The notice is not applicable to Sub-authorizations issued under 

United States Economic Aid and licences issued under Barter and 
Export Incentive Scheme or licences issued on Government Account.

Tariff Commission Inquiry on Rye 


THE United States Tariff Commission, under the authority of 
Section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, have instituted an 
investigation to determine whether rye, rye flour and rye meal are 
being, or are practically certain to be imported into the United 
States under such conditions and in such quantities as to render or 
tend to render ineffective, or materially interfere with, the price 
support programmes undertaken by the United States Department 
of Agriculture, or to reduce substantially the amount of any product 
processed in the United States from the domestic commodity. 


This inquiry was requested by the President of the United States 
to determine whether it will be necessary to continue limitations on 
certain imports of rye, rye flour and rye meal after June 30, 1955, 
the date on which the limitations presently in effect will expire, in 
accordance with the President’s Proclamation of March 31, 1954. 

A public hearing is to be held on June 14 commencing at 10 a.m. 
in the Tariff Commission Building, 8th and East Streets, N.W., 
Washington, D.C., and interested parties desiring to appear and be 
heard at the hearing should notify the Secretary of the Commission 
in writing, at the Commission’s offices in Washington, at least three 
days in advance of the hearing. 


Tariff Commission Inquiry on Imports 
of Filberts 


A NOTICE was published in the Board of Trade Journal on October 
30, 1954, about an additional fee which had been imposed on imports 
of shelled filberts into the United States during the period October 1, 
1954, to September 30, 1955. The Tariff Commission have now 
announced that they have received information that existing restric- 
tions on imports of shelled filberts may be too restrictive, and have 
instituted a supplemental investigation, under Section 22 of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act, to determine whether changed cir- 
cumstances require modification of the restrictions. 

A public hearing will be held on June 21, beginning at 10 a.m., in 
the Hearing Room, Tariff Commission Building, 8th and East Streets, 
N.W., Washington, D.C., and interested parties wishing to appear 
and be heard at the hearing should notify the Secretary of the Com- 
mission, in writing, at its offices in Washington, D.C., at least three 
days in advance of the hearing. 


Extension of Import Licences 


THE BRAZILIAN Foreign Trade Department has issued Communica- 
tion No. 40-A, dated May 16, 1955, which stipulates that the validity 
of Brazilian import licences will only be extended in the event of 
proven ‘force majeure’ circumstances occurring abroad, such as the 
material impossibility of making shipment in due time as a result of 
port strikes, fortuitous delays of vessels on which freight had already 
been engaged or other relevant reasons at the Department’s discretion. 

Documents submitted to prove such ‘force majeure’ circumstances 
(which, depending on the event, may be issued by foreign authorities 
or the exporters themselves) must be visaed in the country of shipment 
by the Brazilian Consulate. 





BOLIVIA 


Import Licences Cancelled 


THE CENTRAL BANK OF BOLIVIA has announced that all import 
licences issued during the first six months of 1954, even though they 
may have been extended, will be invalid after June 30, 1955. Any such 
invoices covering goods which can be proved to have been shipped 
by June 30 will be replaced by new licences on application by the 
importer. 

From July 1, 1955, Bolivian Consulates will not authorize the 
embarkation of goods covered by import licences granted on or 
before June 30, 1954, nor will the Bolivian banks provide foreign 
exchange against such licences. 





United States Case Study Data on Productivity and Factory 
Performance

Amendments to Customs Tariff 


THE FOLLOWING is the text of a Resolution which the Canadian 
Minister of Finance has introduced into the House of Commons 
to provide for the imposition of a countervailing duty: 


‘Resolved that it is expedient to amend the Customs Tariff effective the 
3rd day of June, 1955, by adding the following Section 6A: 


(1) Where in the opinion of the Governor in Council subsidized goods 
of a class or kind made or produced in Canada are or may be directly 
or indirectly imported into Canada he may declare such goods to 
be subject to an additional duty on their importation equal to the 
amount of the subsidy on those goods as determined by him. 

(2) For the purposes of this Section: 

(a) “Subsidized Goods” means goods 
(i) in respect of the production, manufacture, progressing, 
purchase, sale, export or import of which a subsidy has been 
paid directly or indirectly by a government outside Canada 
or any agency thereof or 
(ii) that have been disposed of at a loss by any such government 
or agency and includes any goods obtained or derived there- 


from by manufacture, assembly, processing or otherwise; and 
(b) “Subsidy” does not include the amount of any internal tax imposed 
on the goods within the country of origin or export which 
the goods have been a or have been or will be relieved 
by means of refund or dra 
(3) Notwithstanding anything in this section where goods that are 
subject to additional duty under this section are also subject to ial 
or dumping duty under Section 6 the amount of the addi duty 
payable under subsection (2) of this Section shall be reduced by the 
amount of the special or dumping duty payable under Section 6. 
For the purposes of this section goods may be deemed to be of a 
class or kind not made or produced in Connde where eee 
of Canadian production are not offered for sale to the i 
agencies of wholesale or retail distribution or are not offered to 
purchasers on equal terms under like conditions having regard to 
the custom and usage of trade. 
The Governor in Council may make such regulations as are deemed 
necessary for carrying out the provisions of this section and for its 
enforcement.’

Tariff Board Veaing on 
Iron and Steel 


THE MINISTER OF FINANCE has received representations from 
Canadian primary iron and steel producers to the effect that the 
tariff relating to their products has become out of date and should be 
revised to take account of the expansion that has occurred in the 
Canadian industry, changes in production techniques and trade usages 
and other developments. He has, therefore, directed the Tariff Board 
to make a study and report on the items in the Canadian Tariff relating 
to primary iron and steel products up to and including those on 
known as rolling mill products and on the definitions in Secti 

of the Customs Tariff Act in so far as these relate to primary iron 
and steel products. The Tariff Board has been instructed to prepare 
a revised schedule of tariff items with recommendations as to rates 
of duty. The Minister’s letter of reference states: 


‘In drawing up a revised schedule it is recognized that certain 
adjustments in margins or may be involved. In this 


regard, however, it is not the intention that there should be any 
general change in preferential margins and the Board should “ 
in mind the obligations of the Agreement on 
and Trade in this respect.’ 
In order that all who may be interested and who may wish to 
participate in the inquiry may familiarize themselves with the briefs

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lodged with the Board by the Canadian producers of basic iron and 
steel, the Tariff Board is preparing to distribute copies of such briefs 
to those who apply in writing. As the supply may be limited it is 
requested that not more than one copy be asked for by any one person, 
company or association. 


Further particulars as to the filing of briefs and dates of public 
hearings will be published in the Board of Trade Journal as soon as 
they are known.
